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Rohingya children facing larger-than-life horror 


FORCED FROM MYANMAR 


Stunted physically, 
emotionally from trauma

BALUKHALI, Bangladesh — 
Jehora Begum was a fast runner, 
racing through rice paddies and 


splashing through canals. 

But how can a 12-year-old girl 
outrun a bullet? 

When Myanmar’s military and 
Buddhist vigilantes descended on 
Rohingya Muslim villages in late 
August, burning homes and spray- 
ing gunfire, 14 members of Jeho- 
ra’s family — including her mother, 
her father and four of her siblings 
—couldn’t run quickly enough. 


They all died, according to wit- 
nesses and human-rights groups 
investigating the massacre in 
Maungdaw Township. 

Jehora was shot as she waded 
through a canal, the bullet lodging 
near her pelvis. Still, she and her 
younger brother, Khairul Amin, 
made it to safety in southeastern 
Bangladesh, where refugee camps 
now house far more Rohingya than 


remain in their homeland in Rakh- 
ine State in Myanmar. 

“Ihave nightmares that the 
military is chasing me,” Jehora 
said. “I wake up, and I think of my 
parents, and then I stay awake for 
along time.” 

Of the more than 655,000 Roh- 
ingya who have fled to Bangladesh 
since the Myanmar military began

HIGHWAY CRASH KILLS 10 


Victims include parents, 
daughter, grandchildren 
visiting relatives

Five members of a Tacoma fami- 
ly were among 10 people killed in 
a fiery crash on a coastal highway 
in southern Mexico, Mexican au- 
thorities and a relative of the fami- 
ly confirmed. 

Two other members of the same 
family were critically injured in 
the Friday night collision, on a 
two-lane highway between the 
coastal resort of Zihuatanejo and 
the city of Acapulco. They re- 
mained hospitalized in Acapulco 
on Sunday, according to a state- 
ment from Guerrero state security 
spokesman Roberto Alvarez Here- 
dia and the relative, a cousin who 
is also in Mexico. 

The U.S. Embassy in Mexico City 
confirmed only that “several” U.S. 
citizens were killed in an accident. 
Calls Sunday to the embassy for 
additional details were not re-

RED TAPE TRIPS UP ENTRY 
INTO NEW MARKETPLACE 


Some cities banned sales

Jane Futcher and her wife, Erin 
Carney, were thrilled that Califor- 
nia voters legalized marijuana last 
November. Their cannabis farm in 
Laytonville, in Northern Califor- 
nia, would be completely compli- 
ant with the new laws — which 
take effect today, Jan. 1 — and 
they loved the sense of community 
that came with long-underground 
growers coming together and 
shaping a legal marketplace. 

But by May, the couple had 
enough. Despite plowing nearly 
$15,000 into making the farm 
where they grew medical marijua- 
na with a county permit comply 
with new state and local rules for 
recreational use, they scrapped it 
all, frustrated with the layers of 
bureaucracy and seemingly end- 
less government edicts. 

“It seemed like everywhere we 
turned there was a new regulation
